Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Counsel and Examiner discussed the limitation "interference 
surface", which is a portion of each "transition surface" located at the innermost portion of the "recess" between each 
"wing". Examiner initially broadly interpreted the term "interference surface" to mean any portion that makes contact or 
could make contact with a driver bit. After examining working models of the prior art and the present invention 
provided by Applicant, it is entirely clear that the gently tapering interference surface at each transition surface of the 
present invention enables a fastener to "stick" to the bit with surprisingly strong forces. Stacy's screw easily slides off 
of a standard spiral-type driver bit and appears to have a bit of movement relative to the bit, while the bit is inside 
Stacy's recess. On the contrary, the present invention has a great resistance to removal from a standard spiral-type 
driver bit once the bit is inserted into the recess of the present invention, even if the bit is inserted into the recess with 
minimal axial force. Applicant has therefore successfully proved criticallity to the gently tapering "interference surface" 
of the present invention by demonstrating a substantial difference in performance. Therefore, Examiner's argument 
that an inherent "some draft angle" (that may be suggested by the Stacy reference or by the prior art in general) 
performs the same as the present invention is respectfully withdrawn. 
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
